Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a method of for minimizing the production of 
TNF-alpha caused by an inflammatory response in a patient comprising administering locally a 
locally effect amount of bioactive glass particles with a size less than about 20 microns. The 
examiner set forth an enablement rejection, based upon the teachings of the Bosetti article. 
Applicants have provided explanations for the differences between the instant claims the 
teachings of Bosetti, showing that Bosetti, in fact, does not contradict the Umitations of the 
instant claims. Bosetti differs from the instant claims in particle size. Applicant's claims recite 
particles with a size less than 20 microns. AppUcant asserts that Bosetti, on the other hand, 
discusses particles from 90-700 microns. Furthermore, Applicant claims local administration of 
these particles, while Bosetti discusses in vitro testing. Additionally, Applicant states that 
Bosetti allows that cells to incubate for three days prior to testing for TNF alpha. Applicant 
states, in the 1.132 declaration, that particles of the size claimed in the present invention would 
not remain in the body for three days. AppUcant asserts that these differences would prevent 
someone skilled in the art from viewing Bosetti as relevant to AppUcant' s claimed invention. 
Bosetti, therefore, is not a contradictory reference against AppUcant' s claims.
